WE ARE PLANNING A JOINT COMMITTEE MEETING TO COINCIDE WITH 
THE TRIP. EMBASSY SHOULD DISCUSS APPROPRIATE TIME WITH 
FINANCE MINISTER D. G. SIVAN. (ONE HOUR SHOULD BE SUF- 
FICIENT FOR JOINT COMMITTEE MEETING.) SEPARATE CALL ON 
FINANCE MINISTER EHRLICH TO DISCUSS GENERAL ECONOMIC 
ISSUES WOULD BE DESIRABLE. COURTESY CALL ON PRIME MIN- 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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ISTER BEGIN SHOULD BE SCHEDULED AS WELL. ONE EVENING
